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“LET THERE BE LIGHT” 


The tumult of the day is over, and the 
noises of the night Ate. gradually slinking 
away in the darkness as the night wanes, 
and as I sit here and think what might be 
of interest to the people, for me to write 
this Sunday morning, my thoughts natur: 
ally turn toward the troubles, trials and 
tribulations of my fellow man, and I grieve 
that I can do so little to alleviate them. 

The night’s dispatches have been full of 
the investigation going on of bribery of 
our congressmen and others in high places 
of trust by officials of the German govern- 
ment. This serves to remind me that it is 
no more wrong for the Germans to bribe 
our congressmen than it is for our congress- 
men to be bribed. 

All my life as a journalist have I been 
trying to throw light into dark places, ex- 
pose bribery and corruption on the part of 
representatives of the people, corporations, 


politicians and the greedy hellions of the 


world’s Money Power. Also have I fought 
the iniquity of booze, licentiousness and 
kindred evils, and nobody not having that 
sort of thing to contend with knows or ean 
realize how hard all these evil influences 
fight back. They have money and power, 
and are utterly unscrupulous. They do not 
allow writers like I am to throw light in 
upon their dark places without retaliation 
of every kind known to their methods. 
And they make it awful hard for those who 
fight them; hard financially and many other 
ways. 

On the other hand, those benefitted—the 
masses of the people—are apathetic, and 
thoughtless, and seem to care little, and 
never to appreciate, until one.sometimes 
wonders if it is worth while to carry on the 
battle—whether it were not just as well to 
to quit making enemies of the hosts of 
wealth, pay attention to one’s own business 
only, and let every other man fight his own 
pelea know this is not right, and 
I know [I will always continue to fight to 
throw light in upon dark places, as long as 
T live, as I always have done, but the 
thought comes home, at times when the 
load is hard to carry, in spite of everything. 

In my humble judgment, the most dra. 
matic scene ever depicted in any language 
is that passage from the story of the Crea- 
tion: 

‘‘And God Said, let there be light; 

And there was light!’’ 

Tremendous, indeed, that brief history 

of the birth of the heavens and the earth 


Today the old fight still goes on. Self- 
ishness still puts forth its power and cun- 
ning to shut out the light and perpetuate 
its privileges in the shadows. Greed shuns 


the light in the twentieth century as in the- 


Middle Ages. But the light breaks through 
and the monsters {hat people the darkness 
disappear .before its beams. 

Garrison and Phillips and Harriet Beech- 
er Stowe turned the searchlight on slavery, 
and slavery pagsede away. 

All over the nation fearless men and wo- 
men have beeen turning the light on cor- 
ruption in high places, and slowly but sure- 
ly civic rottenness is giving way to decen- 
cy. Day after the dav the prophets of 
equity are streaming the light of truth on 
the sources of industrial unrest and social 
injustice, and the world is finding out those 
long hidden evils which hold back the spir- 
it of human brotherhood. 

Up and down the land keen-visioned, un- 
derstanding men and women are tearing 
away and evil that shelters vice and flood- 
ing the haunts of iniquity with light; and 
their labors are proving the literal truth 
of that ancient saying, ‘Vice is a monster 


of such frightful mien, that to be hated | 


needs but to be seen.’? ; 

The ‘‘white light of publicity’? is open- 
ing the way to diagnosis and the under- 
standing of first causes. Human goodness 
may be trusted when it KNOWS; and the 
mission of light is to bring knowledge. 

But the persecution of the torch-bearer 
never ends. Who streams the light of 
truth on the haunts of greed and privilege 
and supersitions must expect to meet the 
challenge of their votaries. Socrates was 
a ‘‘disturber;’’ John was an “‘anarchist;’’ 
Jesus stirred up the people; Galileo was a 
menace, Servetus a heretie, Garrison and 
Phillips fanatics. The torch-bearer of to- 
day hears the some old cry translated into 
the modern tongue; he is a demagogue, an - 
inciter of unrest, a disturber of business— 
over and over the same old ery that selfish- 
ness has raised throughout the ages. 

But his work goes on. Persecution, os- 
tracism, calumny cannot halt him. Hu- 
manity needs the light, because light means 
growth and cleanliness and deceney and or- 
der. The torch-bearers may fall, but tl:e 
light will burn on. 

There MUST be light, because— 

‘*God said, Let there be light; 

‘‘And there WAS light!”? 


If John Howard Payne were living in an 


of the emergence of the universe from 
chaos and darkness into light and form 
and order. 

The real beginnig of life on the earth 
came with the Light. The conservation 
of life on the earth depends upon Light. 
Without Light, creation would inevitably. 
return to that dismal estate described in 
the opening verses of Genesis: ‘‘And the 
earth was without form and void; and 
darkness was upon the face of the deep.”’ 
There is no imagining a world without 
Light. — 

The history of the spiritual man is paral- 
leled by the story of the physical creation. 
His real life began with the dawn of that 
inner light termed conscience. Out of the 
darkness of the brute world he emerged, 
fighting his way higher in the scale of be- 
ing as the shadows were dissipated by 
knowledge and experience. The whole 
spiritual life of man, even as the physical, 
is dependent on Light. Without it, he 
would return to depths of ignorance and 
degredation as certainly as the material 
world would revert to chaos. 

And yet, at every stage of the world’s 
history, men actuated by self-interest have 
sought to bar human minds from the light. 
They have fastened the shutters of ignor- 
ance and drawn down the curtains of super- 
stition—and all too frequently plunged the 
seekers after light into the black dungeons 
of persecution. For a time, darkness has 
triumphed; but eventually the light has al- 
ways broken through, as it must always 
break through. For ‘‘God said, Let there 
be light—and there WAS Light!” 

As far back as the history of mankind 


" goes there has been war between the torch- 


bearers and the interests that profited by 
darkness... Socrates condemned to the hem- 
lock; John beheaded; Jesus crucified; Gali- 
leo perseeuted; Servetus burned; so goes 
the story of the eternal fight of selfishness 
and light. Thousands have beenput to 
death by the powers of darkness, put the’ 
light has shone a little brighter withevery 
martyrdom. The funeral pyres of the pro- 
phets have illuminated the path of pro- 


(gress.

Our contemporary may as well 
save its objurgatory observations until we 
can belt him over the bean with a bludgeon.
